- viewing the recent cabinet changes, 

the Libera! party's quarrels, the Con- 
‘servative- party’s bleod' feuds and the 
resulting unearned benefits td the New 
Democratic party, we are apt to miss 
the main point in 
Canadian polities. It 
is that the whole 
existing situation has 
become artificial, in- 
calculablé and tem- 
porary. We are living 
in the last days of 
the tumultuous Pear- 
son - Diefenbaker era. 
Before another year 
has passed, perhaps 
sooner, a new era 
will begin, under new. leaders, with new 
ideas, new policies and a backlog of 
unsolved problems shaking to contem- 
plate, 

The prime minister obviously foresees 
the vast changes ahead and prepares for 
them, as well as he can, by pushing 
youthful colleagues to the top before he 
leaves, Conceivably but improbably the 
opposition leader may be planning to 
stay, if he can, but if he does; ‘after a 
demoralizing upheaval! in. his-party, he is 
too old to revive his earlier magic and re- 
master the nation. 


For reasons of age, and various other 


reasons, both these men will shortly 
belong to history and government will - 


belong’ to youngéF mien. Hence the 


nation’s only practical concern is the- 


prospects of the-new generationnuw on 


_- the threshold of power. Those prospects, 


I venture to think are not what they 
seem to be in the current debate which 
blurs more than it clarifies the nation’s 
real business. 
If we could stand a little way off from 
a system of politics operating under its 
own Canadian law of perpetual com- 
, motion we would realize, first, that the 
‘ Pearson-Diefenbaker era has been the 
most revolutionary in Canadian experi- 
ence. Between them the old leaders have 
transformed our society. Or at any rate, 
they were the agents of the transforma- 
tion even if they never knew precisely 
what they were doing.

Yves Martin predicted that between 1961 
and 1966 Quebec would average 149,000 
births. This average would rise to 165,000 
a year between 1966 and 1971. 

Instead the birth rate went on 
dropping. Only 120,607 births were 
recorded in 1965. 

Dr. Paul Parrot, provincial govern- 
ment demographer, estimates the 1966 
figure could be ir the neighborhood of 
108,000, If the trend continues, says Dr. 
Parrot, there may be no more than 
95,000 births in Quebec this year. In ten 
years the population would stop growing 


and then gradually begin to shrink. 


Cries of Alarm 


Dr. Parrot's» predictions, made in 
widely published newspaper articles 
liberally punctuated . with exclamation 
points, have provoked answering cries of 
alarm. 

Professor Philippe’ Garigue, dean of 
social sciences at the University of 
Montreal, has warned of catastrophe 
head, PS 

“Birth control, which many thought to 
be a wise necessity for the improvement 
of living conditions,” he said in a 
Montreal speech earlier this year, “‘is 
now bearing Quebec toward the brink of 
the most gigantic collective error: that 
-of the refusal of its own existence.” 

The Saint Jean Baptiste Society has 
‘warned against ‘national suicide.” 

Last year Dr. Lomer Pilote, a 
mecical doctor who is an amateur 
demographer, published the results of his 
study which purported to prove that by 
1986 the English-speaking could be a 
majority in Montreal. If Dr. Pilote is 
right, which professional demographers 
doubt, Montreal’s population would be 
50.8 per cent English-speaking, and 49.2 
French-speaking in 1986. 


A New Separatism 


Uf that were to happen, Dr. Pilote 
fears, the English would seize political 
control of Montreal, declare its inde- 
pendence from the province. of Quebec 
and perhaps even annex it to Ontario. 

But there is a catch to all these 
alarming predictions, It is the phrase 
with which the prophets hedge their 
bets: ‘‘If.the present trend continues.” 
# Arid finding the real trend that lies 


behind the bare statistics is not just a_ 


figures themselves are running up or 
down, Even the figures themselves can 
be misleading. 

As already noted, the total number of 
births went on rising year after year 
from the Second World War to 1959. But 
the birth rate, the number.of babies born 
in a year for gach thousand members of 
the population, reached its peak, 31.1, in 
1947 and has been falling ever since. It 
has fallen! more quickly than — the 
Canadian average and in 1965- was 


r 


slightly below it, 21.3 as compared with 
21:4. 

The steady fall in the birthrate, like 
that in the total births, is impressive at 
first plance but by itself gives almost no 
clue to the future. ' 

Fewer women of child-bearing age in 
the population, fewer marriages among 
these women, fewer mothers among 
married women, or fewer babies for 
each mother: any or all of these factors 
may be the real trend behind a lower 
birthrate. 


a ~~In fact, and this is a point that has 


been largely neglected in the great 
birthrate debate, the makeup of the 
population does partially explain the 
drop. : : 
Since Depression 

In Quebec as elsewhere, the birthrate 
and total births were down sharply 
during the Great Depression. The low 
years were from 1933 to 1939, the lowest 
1935. This left a thin spot in the 
generations, which explains the continu- 
ed rise, until 1957, of the fertility rate 
(births. per thousand women) even 
though the birth fate had begun falling 
in 1947. are 

In- the years_since 1958, when the 
fertility rate began falling, the propor- 
tion of women theoretically of child- 
bearing age (45-49) in the population has 
been. about normal. But this normality 
was only theoretical. A larger than 
normal share of these women were teen- 
aged girls, products of the baby boom of 
the 1940's, or womén nearing middle age. 
In Quebec, the boom began in the early 
1940's; elsewhere in.Canada it was later. 

The thin spot has been in the ages of 


greatest fertility, 20-24, 25-29 and 30 to 
uM. i 

In_ the last few years, in which the 
birth rate has fallen most quickly, the 
thin spot has been centred in the 25-to-29 
age group, which, in Quebec, where 
marriages are late, has been the most 
fertile. 


Fertility Rate 
So while the fertility rate for afl 


' women in Quebec was down to 87.7 in 


1965, one of the lowest rates in Canada 
—-the Canadian average was 91 that 
year — the fertility rate for married 
women remains one of the highest in 
Canada, although it has been dropping 
more quickly than the Canadain average. 
In 1964 the Quebec figure was 150.5, the 
Canadian 139.1, Ontario’s 131. 

_ The advance guard of the baby boom 
of the 1940's is now reathing-the most 
fertile age in Quebee. So the province 
need fear no shortage ‘of marriageable 
women in the years just ahead. 

There has been no evident trend 
toward fewer ; marriages, although 
Quebec’s now-established pattern of later 
marriages has been accentuated as more 
young people prolong their education. 

That. leaves the ferti rate for 
married women as a key measure of 
what is happening in the real human 
world behind the statistics. This rate is 
still among the highest in Canada, but it 
is falling more quickly than the Canadian 
average. 

The reason behind this fall is the 
puzzle demographers must solve to judge 
how well-Quebec ‘may ,hope to keep ifs 
proportionate strength in the over-all 
Canadian population, a question which 
eould have important political implica- 
tions for Quebec and -for Canada.

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We would realize,second,-that the bill

We know, to begin with, that 
Canadian governments, Conservative and 
Liberal, have never balanced their 
budgets and have continually increased 
‘their debts for the last decade — and 
this in the middle of an unprecedented 
boom for the last five years. The policy

Liberals when ‘they reached office is

not tell us whether the national! economy 
ean support the load contracted by the 
old generation and the additional load 
promised by the-new. We are not- without 
factual informarion, however,’ and it 
comes from the most reliable sources. 

By an odd and vivid ecincidence Mr 
Louls Rasminsky, the able governor ot 
the Bank of Canada, issued his annval 
report when Mr, Sharp issued his 
estimates of expenditure for the next 
year. The two documents’ instantly 
illuminated everything. 


Sharp's Task 


Mr. Sharp, who may well be prime 
minister less than a year from now, has 
undertake gigantic, almost unbelieve- 
able expenditures’ which he cannot 
possibly meet out of present tax rates 
‘unless the economy grows at high, 
uninterrupted speed. Even with this 
growth he may have to raise taxes or 
repudiate the doctrines of honest finance 
courageously taid down in-his last two 
budgets. Or else he can take the easy 
way and continue to inflate the currency; 
despite all his vows to the contrary, For 
a .man who hopes to succeed Mr. 
Pearson the situation is not only 
temporary but very awkward. 

Mr. Rasminsky- penetrates througl 
this thin financia) surface of events into 
the economic subsoil’ and, unlike Mr. 
Sharp, is alarmed by what he finds 
there. The slow growth of Canadian 
productivity, the huge wage costs 
incurred last year and not yet reflected 
in prices, the consequent threat to our 
experts, the onerous .and ‘increasing 
expenses of our 11 governments — these 
fundamenta! distortions worry the non- 
partisan central banker even if the new 
generation tries to ignore them and bids 
for its own power without counting the 
-eost-to-the peopie;—-——- 


Waiting To Erupt 


Certainly the bank governor has no 
interest in politics but his economics 
may soon appear as the sovereign , 
political issue in the new generation. For, 
the moment it is smothered by the 
power struggle and the ambitious 
candidates for party leadership are 
unlikely td mention it. Nevertheless, ft is 
there, waiting,to erupt. | 

The eruption, when it oceurs, will be 
quite violent, shattering the present 
temporary, artificial situation and 
threatening all the confident premises of 
the mew generation. In short, the 
taxpayer, the housewife, the great non- 
partisan mass of ordinary Canadians 
have yet to be heard from, but they will 
be heard from once the bill comes.in, as 
taxes, prices and deep economic trouble 
of all sorts. 

Thus the new generation, too young to 


“have known any real trouble so far, wilt 


then have plenty on its hands. And the - 
new era following that of Mr. Pearson 
and Mr. Diefenbaker is likely to be very 


‘different from the lavish blueprints of its 


apprentice architects.

An arrow has penetration with 
out shock effect, thus killing an animal 
after several hours of bleeding. A well 
designed bullet of a hunting cartridge 
gives both velocity, penetration and 
shock, which, in most cases if delivered 
well, causes an animal to die in a very 
few minutes.

A Bloody Failure 
In Mistress Blow-Up 


SYDNEY, Australia (Reuters)—Clement MeCoy, a post 
office technician, was a failure when it came to killing his 
mistress. 

He tried strangulation, stabbing and even blowing her up 
with gelignite, a nitro-glycerine explosive. ' 

But Beverley June Pressley, 26, escaped with a broken 
leg and several knife wounds, a court here was told today. 

McCoy, 39, who admitted maliciously wounding her with 
intent to cause grievous bodily harm, was jailed eight years. 

Police said he first fried to strangle Mrs. Pressley, then 
stabbed her five times in the chest and.stomach witha pocket 
knife. . 

When this failed he tied her to a bed, bought two sticks 
of gelignite, fuses and detonators and tried, to blow her up 
and commit suicide at the same time. When the gelignite 
exploded, Mrs. Pressley was knocked to the floor and broke 
a leg. McCoy was unhurt.
